The reader of the ten thousand
books way, perhaps, only in
(juest of entertainment to be golten
out of a reeital of events, either hLis-
torical, seientifie or romantic, simply
Iweause he or she eannot get the cox-
perience out of life.  The ouly appre-
cintion he may have _in the tals of
nidventure is that of the plot, and
the sivme appreciation wonld exist o
the netunld l-x[n-!'i--nv-' or obssryation
of the adventurs,

I'he pleasnre he gets from the sci-
entifiec disenssions in Poe’s Tales, or
Sherlock Holmes, he would et in
seeinge the actual enactment, of the
events ns they transpire. The un-|
derlyineg sentiment he fails to grasp
He passes [rom aeqgoaintance to
rl'il‘fltiﬂliiii. from r!‘iwlll]Hhip 1o Iu\'o-,
from love to hope, then he is dashed
down to despair, then Lo remorse,
and finanlly to trinmpl.

But it is only the happenings of
ench that Le realizes, He cannot
translnte or interpret the feelings; he
ennnot feel the pangs or the jovs;
he Invl‘vl_‘.‘ knows and, in review, Lells
his Irienda, ““the hero eame aml saw
and eonquered,” and with him the |
tale is ended.

There are people who ean tell in a
moment who wrote this and who
wrote that book, und their konowl-|
l'i[;_"-" of Hlllilnl'.-ﬂl”l, EEpE i.ll”.'l' of
maodern authorship, appears mar-
vellous.  This is all very well to
know, it is true, and it is part of »
literary training, but such n person
is not necessarily a literary person.

tHle micht read Swilt’s writings for
vears and never unravel the allo-
sions to events and famous persons;
might never dream, unless he saw it
in the foot-notes, that Swift was
making fun of religious form or po-
litieal strife. He might read novels
such as ““The Honorable Peter Ster-
ling,” anidd others, and never realize
their application to every-day lile,
amd that they were but erusades, in
literary form, against the evils of
grent citiea and corporate greed.
“This heroine was such a darling,”
“that hero was so handsome and
tnking,” and “didn't they have a
hard time in their courtship?” and
“didn’t her parents act mean?"”

The great mind of the writer, look-
ing into the depths of human life
with its ills and joys, and seeking to
cut n path for his readers to follow
in u trinmph over abiuses, searcely
saw the tender damsel as she was
gtrained to the strong heart of the
hero.

He was only trying to make it pal-
atable, in order that one might
more readily grasp his meaning, and
yet some are so blind.

Then, too, a person who limits
himself to novels cannot call himself
n literary person. Scientific works,
such as Darwin’s; historical works,
such as Gibbon's; McCaulay's, Pres-
cott's and others, one should seek to
know and appreciate.

We should read thos: books that |
make us stronger and braver for
every-day living—stories of heroism,
culture and aceomplishment, drink-
ing deep of the wells that build man- |
hood, womanhood, character.

The greatest work of literature is|
the Bible. Iere we have not only
perfect English, but thoughts of the
greatest men who have ever lived; |
poetry and prose, such as the!
Psalms, Job, the writings of St.
Paul and the wonderful sayings of
Jesus Christ, and yet only the deep
thinkers eau truly enjoy. To the or-
dinary mind it is a dry, dull book.

The real literary person, then, is
the one who reads appreciatively the
thounghts, experiences, lives, senti-|
ments and dreams of his fellows.
both present and past, thus adding
to his own life experience and char-
acter.

ly be imagined.

The great electric company and
the grent Carolina Power and Ligzht
Company, whose fisld is eastern
North Carolina, and whose com-
panion company, the North State
Hydro-Electriec Compauy, obtained
its franchise in Henderson April 25th,
and honght the interests of the Hen-
derson Lighting and Power Compa-
ny Wednesday of last week, are con-

| fused in some minds.

From the Daily Bulletin of the
Manufacturers ecord of April 13th
the following is quoted: *“'The Yad-
kin River Power Company, Charles
. Johnson, president, Raleigh, N.
(., has taken over the Rockingham
Power Company and will complete

| construction of water-power electrie-

al plant, developing 40,000 horse-
power for transmission of electricity.
The new company is capitalized at
£4,000,000 and has arranged for
¥15,000,000 boud issue; surveys
now being made for transmission
lines from Rockingham to Raleigh
Raleigh to Durham, Raleigh to Hen-
derson, Goldsboro, Fayetteville and
other cities; it will erect a transfor-
mer station at Raleigh.”

The Yadkin River Power Company
is a subsidiary company of the Car-
olina Power and Light Company
which is inereasing its capital stock
from $3,250,000 to $7,500,000.

This company will draw its power

from Blewett Falls on the Yadkirl.‘

£2.000,000, or about that, was ex-
pended by the old company, the|
Rockingham Power Company, and |
taking up where it left off, all possi- |
ble effort is being put forth to bring |
the plant to completion.

I'or several yvears the Carolina
Power and Light Company has re-
ceived its water power from DBuek-
horn Falls on the Cape Fear, 26
miles south from Raleigh, the seat of
operation when the Blewett Line,
100 miles south from Raleigh, is con-
structed. Work at both ends of the
line is underway, and it will connect |
with that from Buckhorn Falls.

Raleigh, the transformer station, |
will also be the distributing point, |
and to this end a large commodious
building will be erected just ovt of|
Raleigh.

A large area of the State will cov-
ered with a net work of these lines,
reaching down into South Carolina
near enough for the faoture develop-
and Dillon. And
induce-
ment this company will carry its

 splendid power, over 50,000 horse- |

ower in all, Blewett Falls furnish- |
ing 40,000, Buckhorn Falls 6,500 |
and the steam plant at Raleigh 6,-
500. These two falls are the most
eartern in the State. Mr. Charles E.
Johnson is president of the company
and Mr. H. H. Carr, vice-president
and general manager.
